YOKOHAMA. 
The present P. and O. and Pacific mails bring advices from

The rising of the samourai in Ken has proved far more 
serious than was originally su . In the first contest which 
has occurred a battalion of Government troops has been de- 
feated, and all (with the exception of six) killed. Rumours of 
several victories gained by the had 2 are current, but owing to 
the Government endeavouring to keep news secret, it has a 
forbidden to give information to the newspapers. There 
is great difficulty in obtaining authentic intelligence. Mean- 
while the Government are despatching all the available 
troops and men-of-war to the disturbed district; but 
it seems at present a moot question whether they can 
be relied on when they arrive at their destination, or 
whether many of them will not rather side with the insurgents. 
A rumour is current that Nagasaki is in the hands of the in- 
surgents, but we are not inclined to believe in it. All that is 
known for certain is that the insurgent party were marching dn 
Fukuoka ; but Okubo, with his 1,600 men, may, combined with 
the troops already there, perhaps be able to hold them in check. 
Much, however, will depend on whether the Hizen men are 
joined by those of posal ens. Theogh there ey been van

varninat sacl instituted, cin ta wield the sword 
of the Empire, and who govern it— have not hitherto 
participated. Now it is otherwise; hence the present in- 
surrectionary movement is formidable from that circumstance 
alone. Opinions are divided as to whether the Govern- 
ment will be strong enough to put down the insurrection, 
or whether the nee nts will be powerful enough to put down 
the Government. e wait the issue of events, for in reality 
very little can be ascertained by journalists. The confident 
assertions of one of the newspapers, that the Government will 
be successful in its endeavours, meets with little credence, since 
it has become known that these sort of assurances are pur- 
chasable for a consideration. With the object of affording ad- 
ditional protection to the foreign inhabitants in the event of the 
insurrection menacing that city, H.M.S. Ringdove, hitherto sta- 
tioned at Kobe, has received orders to proceed without delay to 
Nagasaki. In anticipation of possible eventualities, the ships of 
the China squadron have been directed to hold themselves in 
readiness for any emergency that sa Ar i ‘ 

The Director of the Mint, Major Kinder, has favoured us with 
specimens of the new copper coins, of the respective values of two’ 
sen, one sen, one-half sen, and one rin. In general ap ce 
the coins‘resemble the gold currency struck at the Osaka Imperial 
Mint. They are handsome and well proportioned. In the centre 
a distracted dragon is seen writhing in all the mazes of convoluted 


‘confusion, evidently in agony with having taken something dis- 


agreeing very much with its interior economy. The dragon is 
certainly in a very bad way indeed, and the sooner the Japanese 
permit him to die, the less barbaric will their coins appear. 

The 22nd Feb. being the anniversary of the birthday of Waeh- 
ington, the men-of-war and many of the merchantmen in harbour 
were decked out in their brightest colours, and at noon salutes 
of twenty-one guns were fired in honour of the occasion.

The Japan Mail contains the following summary of news :— 

The storm which has been for some time gathering burst last 
week over the provinces of Hizen and Kaga in the Island of 
Kiushiu. In the first brush the Imperial troops were worsted, 
and it is reported that some of the Government buildings, bar- 
racks in Saga, offices, &c., have been burnt down. Consi- 
siderable reinforcements have been sent southwards, and several 
vessels of the Imperial fleet have followed the transports. Reports 
were rife that Nagasaki was in the hands of the insurgents, but 
later news has shown that this is untrue. Shimadzu Saburo, uncle 
of the present Prince of Satsuma, and an all-influential man in the 
clan, has been oes pasa to Kagoshima on a special mission from 
the Mikado. His loyalty to the Government is unquestioned, and 
the clan has repulsed emissaries from Saga despatched with the 
view of inciting the Satsfma men to rebellion. So long as 
these remain staunch nothing very grave is to be feared, and 
the probabilities are greatly in favour of their so remaining. 

_ Yedo is quiet, but very uneasy. The business of the Govern- 
ments goes on as usual; the higher officers of the Government 
are confident not only that it is quite strong enough to put down 
the present disturbances, but that this will be done within a 
short period. We venture on no prophecies to this effect, but 
merely state the confidently exp opinion of high officials. 
Disaffection among the Imperial troops has been seriously im- 

uted to them, and this not altogether without reason ; but the 
overninent must have taken this into account, and yet relies 

.confidently on its power to prevent the flames from spreading. 
Osaka and Kobe are quiet. . 

The Prime Mjnister has issued a proclamation, explaining the 

present condition of affairs, and exhorting the officials and people 
to a loyal course of action. For the causes of this outbreak we 
must. look chiefly to the discontent of the samouria produced by 
the recently issued scheme for the commutation of their heredit- 
ary and life pensions, The cry for a war with Korea is a mere 
pretext, and would subside if the claims of the samouria were 
‘ appeased. The measure from the first seemed to foreigners a 
hard one, but was explainable on grounds more particularly given 
in our summary of the year 1873, and on the belief that the 
Government has had so long to mature it, that the natural sup- 
position was in favour of its being acceptable to the samourai.

HIOGO-OSAKA. 
Advices extend to the 19th Febrnary ; the P. and O. mail 
from London Dee. 26 arrived out on the 15th Feb. The follow- 
ing is taken from the Hiogo News :— 


We have received the statistics of trade for the ports of 
Hiogo and Osaka for the half-year ending the 31st of December 
last, a8 compiled by the Chamber. of Commerce. It will be re- 
membered that the trade of 1872 showed such a very large in- 
crease on that of 1871 that itis nothing surprising if we find 
that a reaction should set in which should prevent the returns 
for the past year bearing such a relation to those of 1872 as did 
these latter to those of 1871. This seems to have been actually 
the case, the total amount of exports and imports showing a 
considerable falling off. This falling otf we believe to have been 
owing, at any rate in a very great measure, to the want of 
facilities in Japan for the transaction of sich an export trade as 
she might do, and the measure of which imust, of course, be 
somewhere about the capacity of her absorption of foreign 
manufactures; and the transactions of the last six mont 
of 1873 offer testimony tending to confirm the truth of our 
opinion, the permitted export of grain helping materially 
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But it is to be feared that the occur- | 





to place the trade of the second half of the year on a 
sounder basis than it would otherwise have appeared to 
stand. In tea, the article of largest export, there has been a 
falling off altogether of #200,000, which we think may be attri- 
buted principally to causes in America (rumours that tea was 
again to be taxed by the United States Government having ma- 
terially interfered with the market), and that proportionately 
less of the present 1873-4 season’s tea has been shipped early in 
the seagon than was the casein 1872-3, Other exports tha. show 
a decrease are silk-worms’ eggs, $50,000; cocoons, $12,000 ; 
waste silk, $75,000 ; wax, $38,000 ; camphor, $62,000 ; copper 
and bronze, &c., $100,000 ; isinglass, $13,000 ; fish, $12,000 ; 
seaweed, $79,000 ; tobacco, $133,000 ; medicine, $45,000 ; beche 
de mer, $12,000 ; awabi, $24,000 ; silk, $30,000 ; rags, $17,000 
—besides various other [smaller amountsffagainst }which list 
there would have been very little to set to the credit of 


increases had it not been for exported grain, which 
had already up to the 31st of December reached the 
value of a little over half a million of dollars. The 


article of export which most of all seems to have fallen short 
of merchants’ expectations is silk. In the earlier days of -Kobe 
it was thought probable that a large silk trade might be done 
here, but so far these anticipations have not been realised. 
What effect, if any, the opening of the railway through to Kioto 
might have we do not pretend to know, but it is never a very 
easy thing to alter the locality of a market, particularly when it 
has -possessed a monopoly so ‘long as has Yokohama the foreign 
silk trade. The appearance of rice and wheat in the list of 
exports is a cheering sign, but so much has been written and 
said on the subject that we have very little to add at present. 
The first shipments have only just reached Europe, and before 
we can venture upon any speculation for the future we should 
like to see the London prices settle down. We incline to think 
that it will at any rate for some time to come be rather a specu- 
lative trade, as the price in Europe will always be to a great 
extent regulated by the supplies from nearer markets. 

Amongst the imports, shirtings’and T-cloths have improved, as 
have velvets, china figures, iron, cotton, and kerosine oil, but we 
find a falling off in cotton yarn, lustres, and orleans cloth (as- 
sorted and Italian), mousselines de laine, mohair, sugar, &c., the 
total imports being less by nearly half a million of dollars In the 
corresponding six months of 1872 the export of treasure exceeded 
the import by nearly a million and a half, while last half-year 
the excess was a little over a million dollars. Of course most of 
our readers will understand that many of the figures given in 
these tables cannot be expected to be strictly accurate, and we 
may,, besides, state that on this occasion more than the usual dif- 
ficulty has been experienced in getting returns from the Chinese 
merchants, through whose hands it is well known that a large 
proportion of the trade of certain articles at this port passes. 
Altogether, although the retrospect of these six months is not so 
satisfactory as we should have liked to have scen it, it may be 
some satisfaction to Kobe to feel that she has come through the 
recent period of depression in Japanese trade better, on the whole, 
than has Yokohama. 

The 2nd Feb. being the day fixed for celebrating in Kobe the 
marriage of H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh with the Grand 
Duchess Marie Alexandrovna of Russia, the men-of-war in hai- 
bour, consisting of the British and Russian gunboats Ringdove and 
Sobol, dressed ship, and at noon fired Royal salutes ; in the even- 
ing both vessels were illuminated and some rockets were fired. 
To show the business-like way in whieh the Japanese set about 
enjoying themselves, even in very small matters, we may state 
that in consequence of its having got about that fireworks would 
be let off by ie shipping, a number of natives had established 
themselves on the bund wall, with the usual paraphernalia of 
blankets, hibachis, teapots, &c. 

Uriu, Superintendent of Customs at the ports of Kobe (Hiogo) 
and Osaka, is about to take hig departure for Yedo, probably 
with a view to his promotion. He is a man of no mean personal 
attainments, and though a section of the foreign community may 
be of opinion that he was too much inclined to an arbitrary 
assertion of the rights and powers of the Custom-house over the 
affairs of which he presided, his zeal for the prosperity of the 
department which he served was not unsuccessful, as a compa- 
rison of the statistics of the trade of these ports with the Custom- 
house returnsbefore and since he assumed charge will sufficiently 
testify, and we sincerely hope that his undeniable merits will 
receive the reward which they deserve.

NAGASAKI. 

The negotiations for the disposal of the Takasima Colliery have 
terminated in the transfer to the Japanese Government of the 
whole of the interest in this property; and a distribution of the pro- 
ceeds of the amount it realised is being made to those interested. 
We understand that the majority of the foreign staff hitherto en- 
gaged in working the mine are to be retained in the service of the 
new owners. The latter have also engaged to complete all the 
outstanding contracts entered into by the trustee. The steamtug 
Argus has not been included in the sale ; and her place has been 
taken by the steamer known to foreigners as the Emperor, which 
vessel has already furnished work for the engineering factory at 
Akanora by breaking down after,four days employment at her new 
duties. By the transfer of the mines to the Japanese Government 
the whole of the mining business in this Empire passes into native 
hands, and thus it becomes a monopoly, subject to the interference 
of a paternal government and fettered by red-tapism, which all 
Government undertakings must necessarily be subject to. 

On Feb. 7th a fire occurred in the native town, which has 
terminated in destruction falling but little short of what occurred 
some six years since. It first commenced in one of the houses 
in Yorotsuya-machi, used as a bathing establishment, and owing 
to a very strong breeze blowing at the time of the outbreak it 
rapidly spread in four different directions, and has made sad 

havoc of the following streets: Hamano-machi, Kajia-machi, 
Abura-machi, Yakara-machi, Douza-machi and Amasaki. At 
mt it is almost impossible tu ascertain correctly the number 
of houses destroyed, but they have been variously estimated to 
be between 200 and 300; but scarcely any other result could 
have been expected, owing to the close proximity of the houses 
with each other, and to the chief materials used in their con- 
struction being wood. We learn that several lives were 
lost during the progress of the fire ; the outside number is re- 
rted tote seven in all. Rumour attributes the origin of the 
ire to be the work of incendiaries, whose intentions were to 
plunder during the confusion. 

Miy agawa Fusayuki, governor of the Nagasaki Ken, left here 
on the 5th Feb., by the P.M. steamer Oreyonian. He proceeds 
to Yedo on some official business connected with this Ken. 
Hiodo Masayoshi Sanji, of this Ken, will perform the duties of 
his chief during the absence of the latter, who is expected to 
return to this port in about a month’s time. 

The counting of the votes given for the election of the new 
Municipal Council has taken place in the presence of the Consular 
representatives, and it was found that the following tive gentle- 
men having received the largest number of votes, they have been 
declared duly elected members of the Council for the year 1874. 
Messrs. F. Ringer, 160 votes ; H. J. Hunt, 149 votes ; H. Gribble, 
147 votes ; Th. Russell, 145 votes ; W. Robertson, 135 votes. 

The execution of Jentaro, a native of Hiovo, took place on the 
4th Feb., inside the jail at Sakura-machi. He was condemned 
to death for committing four murders at Simabara ; the particu- 
lars of which were published on the 13th September last. 


CHINA.

SHANGHAT. - 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 27th 
Feb. ; the French mail from London Jan. 2 arrived out on the 
2lst Feb., and the following P. and O. mail of Jan. 9 on the 
26th Feb. The following items of news are from the Worth 
China Herald :— 

Rumours are floating about of renewed symptoms of uneasi- 
ness at Tientsin. We are not aware that they have any very 
definite foundation, but it is always well to regard the course of 
political straws ; and the reported circulation of ers and 
pictures recalling the massacre of 1870 is good ground for keep- 
ing a watchful eye on the North. We believe the Dwarf is 
likely to go on from Nagasaki to Tientsin directly the Peiho 
era ; but there are already several gunboats in the river, so 

at there is much less fear of any hostile ideas developing into 

action than before, when the Settlement was utterly unpro- 
tected. 
Sunday was the 142nd anniversary of Washington’s birth- 
my, but, as usual in such cases, the due observance of the event 
Was postponed till Monday, when salutes were fired by H.B.M.S. 
Cadmus and the U.S.S. Lackawanna. Both vessels had hung 
out a pay display of bunting, and many other craft in harbour 
paid the same tribute to the memory of the great President. 

The pilot boata of the late Blackball Pilot Company were sold 
on Monday, at auction, by Messrs. Meller and Co. e Daniel 
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Traveller, T1s. 135. 

The British barque Zizzie, which arrived in port the other day, 
brought a novel pasenger from Australia, in the form of a tame 
kangaroo, Ti: animal leaps about the deck, visits the cabin, 
and associates with a small terrier and the ship’s cat as familiarly 
as if they were all of the same family and blood. 

; The 2 es hearoernrtapa pe Captain Hallet, which arrived

We hear on good authority that the well-known steamer Tung- 
ting has been sold to the China Merchants Steam Navigation 
Company for Tls. 40,000. She is intended, we understand, to 
act as tender to the larger steamers between Taku and Tientsin, 
much as the Afilict is used by the S. S.N. Company. She is 
likely, therefore, to have a good deal to do with the Imperial rice 
tribute of the provinces. , 

Another of the pioneers of the P. and O. Company in Eastern 
waters, the good old Cadiz, has gone on what may be. regarded 
as her final voyage, having followed her old consorts, the Sultan 
and Ganges, up the Yangtse to serve as a receiving hulk at Chin- 
kiang for the China Steam Navigation Company. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 5th March ; the 
French mail from London Jan. 16 arrived out on the 27th Feb. 
The China Mail supplies the following items of intelligence :— 

It would appear that the news of a threatened disturbance at 
Peking is based upon fact. The information was sent by Mr. 
Wade im charge of a special courier from Peking to Hong Kong 
direct, the messenger performing his journey in twenty days. 
He bore with him despatches addressed, under flying seal, to the 
Admiral, the substance of which, after being read ‘by the Com- 
modore, was immediately telegraphed to Admiral Shadwell. 
The answer of the Commander-in-Chief directed the Curlew, 
and, we believe, the Thistle, to be immediately got ready for 
sea, and further stated that he himself would almost imme- 
diately come north. With the actual contents of the despatches 
we are not of course acquainted, but we assume nothing in 
asserting that they pointed to a very unsatisfactory state of affairs. 
The fact that H.M. Minister at Peking—proverbially one of the 
least timid of men when the possibility of a Chinese outbreak is sug- 
gested to him—has thought the situation at Tientsin sufficiently 
grave to authorise the despatch of a special overland courier to 
the naval authorities, asking that men-of-war may be sent north- 
wards, gives the “rumour” to which we have drawn attention 
an ugly significance. We are, of course, compelled to write in 
almost entire ignorance of how far the communication made to 
the foreign Ministers by the Peking authorities implied imme- 
diate danger, and only judge of its probable gravity in the light 
of Mr. Wade’s action. 

Our Foochow correspondent writes :—The R. C. Fei-Hoo has 
just returned from her fifth trip to the islands of Ockseu, where 
another lighthouse is in course of construction, and reports that 
the buildings are rising rapidly ; the cook-house and store-rooms 
were finished a month ago, and the dwelling house (a fine six 
roomed one) is now about eight feet above the floor level ; two 
enormous water tanks have been built in and will each hold 
about 3,000 gallons of water, and the light tower is now well- 
nigh finished, they having only one tier more of stone to lay. It 
is thirty-two feet high, and is a splendid piece of masonry. It is 
expected that by the end of March everything will be finished ; 


‘this is smart work, and reflects great credit on the Assistant 


Engineer in charge, viz., Mr. Fawcett. This lizht is to be the 
most powerful onc on the China coast, will be a revolving light, 
and will (owing to its great height 300 feet), be visible at a 
distance of over twenty-six miles. 

The tower is built entirely of Ningpo stone, and was put 
temporarily together at Ningpo, and was afterwards brought 
down to Foochow in five large junks, and these again were 
towed from Foochow to Ockseu by the Fei-Hoo. 

The Foochow Herald has the following on the Arsenal :— | 

The contracts of the foreign employés in the Arsenal at the 
Pagoda Anchorage terminated on the 12th. We understand 
that the sum of Tls. 60,000 was handed to the director—Mon- 
sieur Giquel—by the Imperial Government, for distribution 
amongst the European staff, and that the amount has been 
allotted in sums varying from about $7,000 to $150, in propor- 
tion to rank and length of service. Honorary rewards have also 
been conferred by the Emperor upon Monsieur Giquel and his 
stat. Monsieur Giquel receives the Order of Merit of the Ist 
class, and has been promoted to the rank of an official of the Ist 
class (Civil) Ti-tu, with the right to wear the “ Yellow Jacket ” 
(Imperial colour), au honour rarely conferred even upon China- 
men, Monsieur Giguel sharing the distinction alone with Colonel 
Gordon, the celebrated and honest leader of the Anglo-Chinese 
forces during the Taeping Rebellion. Monsieur Seconzac and 
Captain Tracy, R.N., have each received the decoration of the 
Order of Merit of the 1st class, in addition to the rank of third 
class officials. Messieurs Zédé, Jouvet, and Borel have been 
created Officials of the fourth class, and have received the Order 
of Merit of the first class. Dr. Poujade and Messieurs Roussett, 
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Medard, Jules Giquel, Carroll, and Allan are given the fourth 
class Official rank, and the second class Order of Merit. Mes- 
sieurs Robin and Brossement are created fourth class Officials, and 
have received a gold medal. Messieurs Guerrin, Dessant, Louis, 
Marzin, Pirey, Skey, Le Marchand, Pethou, Harwood, Saunders, 
Cubouret, Latouche and Rivasseau are created fifth class Officials, 
and have received a gold medal. Messieurs Schideker, Peter, 
Raffeman, Gueraud, Dueaneau, Boulineau, Robeson, Decanchins, 
Pailler, Certe Besancon, Piron, Rabillie, A. Serreau, Vidlou, 
Muller, Pous, Gosselin, Rey, Vastel, Kerdraon, Estienne, Beloin, 
and Roberdean are given the sixth class Official rank,’and receive 
a silver medal. 

In addition to the above rewards, we are informed that the 
Chinese Government have given two months’ pay and free pas- 
sages home to the entire foreign staff. 

Before taking their departure the foreign employes presented 
Monsieur Giquel with an address. 

At the meeting of the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock Com- 

Y, a copy of whose report we gave in our last, the Chairman, 
on. J. Whittall, observed that the accounts for the last six 
months had not been so good as might have been wished, but he 
hoped they were satisfactory. This bad state of things was owing 
to the dulness of trade during the season. The system of eco- 
nomy at the beginning of the present year had worked better 
than was anticipated, and promised to continue to do well. The 
chairman, howéver, did not recommend a dividend, but the ques- 
tion was, what was to be done with the earnings of last year. 
He urged their appropriation for the reduction of the debt ; in 
this he spoke for himself as well as for the other directors. With 
the large debt hanging over their heads their position could not 
be strong, and the sooner it was reduced the better it would be. 
It might be that some of the shareholders were dependent mainly 
on the dividend for their income, but he thought such share- 
holders were very few. But, moreover, the paying off of the 
debt tended to improve their position ultimately. As regards 
the steamer Fame a large sum (some $1,500) had been spent on 
repairs, and she was now in as good a condition as ever. The 
report was unanimously adopted. 
pon the occasion of the opening of the Concordia Hall, 
Canton, Mr. Giden Nye, jun., delivered an interesting inaugural 
address, in which he reviewed some of the important events 
which had lately taken place in China. 

A Canton correspondent writes :—A vessel has been built in 
Canton, of which vague reports have been about, but now the 
vessel is afloat and anchored in the river, just opposite the Medi- 
cal Missionary Hospital. In exterior appearance it resembles 
the sea going junk with large eyes, but side wheels mar the out- 
line of the junk pattern, and the absence of the smoke pipe 
leaves a sense of imperfection in the mind of one who connects 
side wheels with the idea of a steamer. 

The motive power, however, is cold water, and the only wonder 

is that it has been left to a Chinaman to apply so simple a mode 
of propelling vessels. The perfection of an invention is its 
simplicity! Two overshot water wheels work the side 
shaft, which turns the side wheels, and at the same time 
work pump. which keep a supply of water in tanks above. The 
machinery is by no means complicated. The tanks and the 
propelling wheels are not yet in place, but they are all on board, 
and only wait the end of New Year's festivities to be set up, 
and then the number of knots will be tested by actual experi- 
ment !! Given a vessel of fifty tons and overshot water wheels 
of six feet diameterywith a constant supply of about 100 lbs. of 
water, and you have at least ‘0 knots, if the vessel goes with 
the tide! This vessel is built of teak in the best manner, 
has two cabins, and is designed as a present from a 
company of wealthy Chinese to his xcellency the 
Viceroy. The same company that built the side-wheel vessel 
are also building a smaller boat for this purpose. It is not yet 
launched, but may be seen in a shed at the south-west corner of 
the street immediately west of the residence of the Rev. C. F. 
Preston. These boats are built by a company of nine wealthy 
Chinese, and it is said they have spent on them not less than 
- $6,000. As they are intended for presents to the Viceroy, no 
expense is 8 . 
. The side wheel vessel already launched is attracting the atten- 
tion of resident Europeans, and doubtless crowds of visitors from 
your colony and the ports will soon be attracted to Canton. A 
second inspection has satisfied me that the power to turn the 
water wheel will not exceed 50 Ibs. of water on a leverage of 24 
feet, the semi-diameter of the wheel. This cannot move the 
machinery, even if the principle was a feasible one. The share- 
holders will learn a costly lesson, and their experiment will not 
be without its good results. ~

No compensation will 
be paid on resumption by Government of any lot, the lease of 
which has expired through effluxion of time; but they may 
rest assured that, unless the land is required for public improve- 
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ments, the leases which have been or may be issued to them in 
the first instance will be renewed for a further period of four- 
teen years, under similar conditions.

The total number of votes was 479, of which Pinto Basto 
obtained 241, Dr. Magalhaes 235, Dr. Maher 2, and Capt. 
Tassara 1. The result has caused considerable disappointment 
among the general community, and would not have been obtained 
but for the admission, which is said not to be according to law, 
of nineteen persons to vote who had only recently arrived from 
Lisbon. 

The Government party used the most strenuous exertions to 
obtain this result, and complaints are made of the pressure 
exerted by them.

SINGAPORE.

PENANG. 

The Penang Gazette says :—The Colonial steamer Pluto arrived 
here with four or five of the soldiers’ wives belonging to the re- 
lieving detachment of the 10th Regiment which arrived in the 
Thalia the following day. She took back about the same num- 
ber of women belonging to the relieved detachment and about 
forty convicts. She put in on her way up at Malacca and 
dropped the Chief Justice, who was to have opened the Cri- 
minal Sessions there on Monday last, and she is to call for his 
Honour on her way back. This arrangement is complete ; but 
we confess that to our thinking it is rather a costly one—allow- 
ing six days’ steaming for the voyage, and giving the 
vessel an average consumption of twenty tons of coals a day, 
which is a meters allowance for her, the t rting of 
nine soldiers’ wives, a Chief Justice, and forty convicts a dis- 
tance of three hundred and fifty miles will have cost the colony 
at least $2,000. The same number of people might have been 
conveyed by any of the steamers plying between this port and 
Singapore for $300 at the most. We are aware that the Pluto 
conveyed a few provisions to the lighthouse and to the North 
Sands Lightship, and that this may be termed the original object 
of her voyage ; but $1,700 (deducting $300 for passengers) is 
rather too high a price to pay monthly for supplying two lights 
with provisions. There is no earthly reason, as far as we can 
see, why Government should not subsidise one of the regular 
trading steamers, such as the Sharpshooter, or any of her line, 
to keep up the communication and to carry stores from the diffe- 
rent settlements to the lighthouses, and thus save the colony the 
enormous outlays which the trips of the Pluto entail on it. 

On the Immigration Act the Gfazette says :—Whatever may 
have been the causes which called for the passing of the Chinese 
Immigration ordinance, there can be little doubt of the effects, 
the bare probability of its being enforced, have produced on the 
immigration to this Settlement ; notwithstanding the increased 
facilities offered by innumerable steamers to encourage men to 
come here, it happens that immigration from China has been vir- 
tually at a stand still for the last six months. Did the AG 
benefit the immigrants or give them any positive protection we 
should rejoice at its enforcement ; but since it does not, like all 
uncalled-for legislation, it can only be productive of harm. We 
give two instances as examples of how the provisions of the Act 
can be evaded, and coolies te subjected thereby to all kinds of 
ill-treatment in the neighbouring Malay states. We have 
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known a steamer arrive outside the harbour limits and 
wait there until her captain had assured himself that the 
new Act was not in force before he would venture to come 
into the port ; and we now hear that the same vessel has pro- 
ceeded from Swatow or Amoy direct to Tongkah, where she will 
land a portion of her cargo, consisting of 8U0 passengers, we 
believe, and thence steam in here with as many men as she is 
allowed to carry by our law. If the Act befure it has actually 
been put in operation causes such results what, we ask, will be the 
effects of it when it is enforced? Had the Grovernment acted in 
concert with, or waited till the other civilised Powers joined them 


‘in one united course of legislation to control the Chinese coolie | 


traffic, matters would bave been different ; but as it is, instead of 
benefiting the coolies they are doing them more harm than good, 
and furthermore by their legislation are interfering with legiti- 
mate enterprise in the province, by stopping immigration at a 
time when that country is being drained of its labour to mect the 
hourly increasing demand for Laroot.

IMPORTS. 

YoxouHama.—The Chineso new year had intervened, which coupled 
with the breaking out of an insurrection in the south, had tended to 
further restrict business. Yarn had again declined considerably, and the 
market was thoroughly stagnant; Shirtings had been in limited de- 
mand at lower rates ; sales uf velvets had been made at a further re- 
duction, and in Woollens there had been but little doing. Further 
heavy supplies of Metals had come to hand, prices had receded, and 
the market was quiet. 

Hioco-Osaka.—The month had been characterised by extreme“dul- 
ness. Business had been confined within narrow limits, chiefly owing, 
it may be assumed, to the Japanese New Year holidays, which though 
officially abolished, were still observed by the greater mass of the 
population. Cottons.—Yarns: Prices for No. 16-24 had hardened, and 
were almost ona par with Nos. 28-32. Grey Shirtings: Deliveries had 

been on a fair scale, chiefly on old contracts, but prices were weaker at 
the close. Taffachelass : A good business had resulted, at easier rates. 
Worsted and Woollens : In Black Orleans some sales were noted, but 
prices were not so well supported. Mousselines were quiet. Prices 
for seasonable Cloths were almost nominal, in the absence of any de- 
mand worth speaking of. Iron: For Nail-rod the demand had slack- 
ened, and prices were lower. 

SuinaHat.—During the interval the Chinese had been engaged 
chiefly in celebrating their New Year. Occasionally, a transaction had 
been reported, but generally the quantity of goods changing hands had 
been insufficient to make a market. 

FoocHow.—The following sales are reported :—500 pieces 7} lbs., 
Mexican T-Cloths at $2.17} per”piece, and 500 pieces 7 lbs, Grey 
Shirtings at $2.274 per piece. 

Hana Kone.—A fairamount of business had been done, and the market 
was considered to have fairly opened, but at prices which show that 
holders have very little confidence in the future. There had been great 
anxiety displayed on the part of the importers to press sales, and the 
dealers had taken advantage of the position to establish a lower range 
of prices. 

Canton.—Foreigners appeared anxious sellers of Lead since receipt 
by telegram of lower prices ruling at home. Sales had been effected of 
800 pigs at $8.55 to 88.70 for soft brands ; Quicksilver on the other 
hand had materially advanced, the quotation was $190, and at that 
figure a sale of 30 flusks had been effected. 

Batavia.—The market had shown a littlo less dulness, the demand 
having become rather more general, and now that the Chinese new year 
hoiidays were at an end, it was hoped that inquiry would further de- 
yelop itaelf. Prices, however, were extremely low, and covering rates 
were as a rule unobtainable unless long credit be given. 

Sincarore.—Messrs. Boustead’s Report says :—Tho arrivals with 
general cargoes are the steamers Yorkshire and Cawdor Castle from 
London, and Hector from Liverpool. A moderate business had been 
done in Piece Goods during the fortnight.

THE SUEZ CANAL TARIFF. 

ConSTANTINOPLE, APRIL 9.—In its first reply to M.de Lesseps’s letter 
the Porte expressed readiness to grant his request for a postponement 
of the application of the new Suez Canal tariff. The Porte, however, 
having su bseyuently received from the English, Austrian, German, and 
Italian Governments a protest aguinst any such postponement, tele- 
graphed yesterday to the Khedive rejecting the demand made by M. de 
Lesseps. Tho French Government declared that it did not consider 
that it was entitled to influence the decision of the Porte. The Russian 
Government stated that it had no objection to the postponement re- 
queated. The Giornale delle Colonic states that M. de Lesseps has for- 
mally protested against the order issued by the Turkish Government 
for the execution of the decisions of the International Tonnage Com- 
mission. It also says it is believed that he intends abandoning the 
scheme for a reform of the measurement of vessels, and proposes, in- 
stead, an increase of the pilot-tax. 

‘ CONSTANTINOPLE, APRIL 12.—The Giornale delle Colonic is believed to 
have been misinformed in stating that M. de Lesseps intends increasing 
the pilot tax, as at the sitting of the Iuternational ‘Tonnage Commission, 
on the Ist December last, Edhem Pasha made the following declaration : 
—‘No modification can be made for the future in the conditions of 
transit, even as regards towing, anchorage, or pilotage, excepting with 
the assent of the Sublime Porte, which will confer and agree with the 
chief Powers interested before coming to any determination upon such

THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 

Without ceremony of any kind, but in a practical, business-like way 
the Exhibition at South Kensington was opened to the public on 
Monday last. First among those who entered was Mr. Henry Cole, 
C.B., who, with Captain Clayton, Lieutenant Cole, and a few other of 
the leading directors who chanced to be present, comprised all that 
gave even a semblance of officialism to the beginning of the season of 
1874. In truth there seems to have been rather an effort to oblige the 
public by throwing open the portals thus early, when in several im- 
portant and what will probably be attractive departments scarcely even 
the preliminary preparations appear to have been made. Thus the 
Indian Court is for the present a sealed room ; the French division is 
bare of all but a few bronze figures huddled together as if rather 
ashamed of their loneliness, and in several other sections of the Exhi- 
bition there has obviously been somewhat of hurry to get up to time. 
Exhibits from Germany in one class, exhibits from far Japan in 
another, do little more than give promise of what may be expected 
when a few days more have elapsed and exhibitors lave had time 
and opportunity to place their trensures in something like order, 
The promised competition among the wine-growers of the world must 
needs be deferred until May, chiefly owing to the delay of the 
French and the tardiness of. the Portuguese. Leaving out these 
exceptions, there is still an abundant show to occupy the atten- 
tion of visitors, The lace department alone presents a display of 
costly and curious productions such as can very rarely be seen in 
this country. A special stand in this division is devoted to specimens 
and photographs of Russian lace, lent by the Duchess of Edinburgh, 
and it need hardly be said that these shared, along with other more 
elaborate displays, the particular attention of lady visitors. Another 
division of the Exhibition that reappears in full glory is the Museum 
of Economic Fish Culture—a combination of an aquarium on a small 
scale with a museum well-stocked with curious specimens of odd fish. 
The sections devoted to machinery in motion, printing, sewing, book- 
binding, and various mechanical industries are also in full play. The 
picture galleries, if scarcely so fully furnished or so varied as in former 
years, are specially rich in works of deceased masters of the British 
school, notably Wilkie, Constable, and Egg. The Belgian gallery con- 
tains a large collection of the works of Flemish artista, but there is still 
a large gap to fill on the arrival of the lighter works of the French ex- 
hibitors, which, as is duly notiiied, are not expected until May. Out- 
side the building itself temporary buildings are approaching completion 
to reccive the various supplementary exhibits that add no sinall charm,

A sort of bijou refreshment room has been tastefully fitted up for the

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Entering by the principal door in the Exhibition-road, the first object 
of interest is the diving-bell, with other apparatus for walking about 
comfortably at the bottom of the sea, and these objects are fitly fol- 
lowed by a corridor full of models of lightships and lifeboata. Con- 
i among the former is a beautiful little model of the Goodwin, 

e new light-ship provided by the Trinity Board for those well-known 
fatal shifting sands. Hard by is a huge clock, with a barometrical 
apparatus for registering from hour to hour the state of the weather. 
The building contrivances and materials—a comprehensive class of 
objects—stretch away beyond all this, but are as yet hardly forward 
enough to attract many visitors. The long gallery, which shone like 
a rainbow last year with silks and satins of every possible and impos- 
sible tint and hue of earth or sky, is now devoted to one of the most 
carefully-arranged collections of ancient lace which has ever been erhi- 
bited. Revolving screens and glass cases are filled with modern lace, 
from Brussels, from Irish schools, and from Devonshire villages, whose 
cunning stitches run those made centuries ago very close indeed. The 
collection begins with a screen on whose revolving leaves are displayed 
not only specimens of historical lace, but photographs from old pictures, 
showing how the quaint ruffles and coppets were worn in the 15th and 
16th centuries. In the middle of the avenue of saddlery, of harness, of 
whips, of leather trappings of all sorta and kinds, stands a case of 
Japanese leather work. The sheets of dark but supple leather pierced 
into the semblance of fine lace work have elicited much admiration 
from both experts and amateurs. In the rooms between the galleries, 
whose spacious balconies look out on the Horticultural Gardens, are ar- 
ranged with exquisite artistic skill and harmony various specimens 
of decorative art as it may be applied to furniture and hangings. 
In one of these rooms are some beautiful examples of Fine Art Pottery, 
including a collection of ware exhibited by Mintons, showing what can 
be done with coloured porcelain clays. In these plateaux the effect is 
obtained by staining the porcelain and firing it in the biscuit oven, in- 
stead of painting it in the usual manner, and it is only the gilding which 
is treated by the ordinary process. Here also are magnificent shields 
of Damascene work in silver and gold ; and a smaller specimen of the 
same delicate handicraft is shown in a large pendant of Holbeinesque 
aah made by Bragg, of Birmingham, and offering a fine example of 
English enamelling and inlaying. The large pair of cases filled with 
tapestries and curtain borders designed and executed at the School of 
Art Needlework, under the special patronage of Rrincess Christian, dis- 
play some really beautiful samples of what female fingers can achieve 
even in these modern and degenerate days. In the Fish Museum Mr. 
Frank Buckland has on view living specimens of the Proteus, from the 
Cave of Adelsberg, the Axolott, or Devil Fish, from Mexico, splendid 

imens of lake trout from Neuchatel, and enough of odd specimens 
alive or dead to fill a whole cauldron with weird and mystic charms. 
The process of salmon hatching and cultivation is shown as usual, as 
are numerous life-size casts of extraordinary fish of this family that 
have been caught in British waters within recent periods. Mr. Buck- 
master’s lectures in the national school of cookery will be resumed on 
Saturday afternoons, and will be illustrated as heretofore by practical 
proofs of what may yet be accomplished in the way of culinary art and 
economy. 

In number of pictures there is certainly no falling off this year, what- 
ever may be said as to the quality of the works which cover the walls 
of the galleries, the screens, and even the staircases. The mere me- 
chanical estimate of this vast conglomeration of pictures in oil and water 
colour, by artists known and unknown, British and foreign, will give 
some idea of the quantity of fine art material which has been got to- 
gether. Including sculpture, the architectural drawings, the engravings, 
and photographs, the catalogue tells of about 5,000 works. This, at any 
rate, affords ample proof that painting is flourishing amongst the nations 
as an industrial art, 

THE CHINESE COMMISSIONERS—THE COOLIE TRADE. 

(NEW YORK HERALD.) 
Havana, Marce 19, 1874. 

The Chinese Commissioners have arrived at last, and their country- 
men are expecting an alleviation of their present sad condition. The 
usual tactics of the Spaniards have already ; and seeing that 
blustering did not prevent the Commissioners from coming, they are 
now treating them with ridiculous mock courtesy. Shortly after their 
arrival the Havana Board of Aldermen sent a commission composed of 
three members to welcome the Commissioners, and the latter called on 
the Captain General, who received them in a very affable manner, as 
Spanish officials of high rank always do their visitors. Later in the 

rnoon, Mr. Dunlop, the British Consul General, was with them, and 
to-day they will receive from the French and German Consuls informa- 
tion gathered by these gentlemen by express order of their Govern- 
ments. It is understood that the Consul of the United States has only 
been ordered to show every civility and give all assistance to the Com- 
missioners, but he has no special orders to frame reports for their guid- 
ance. The Diario publishes an extract from a Spanish journal this 
morning, which states that the American and English Secretaries at- 
tached to the commission had used every effort to obtain letters of in- 
troduction from prominent people in Spain to prominent people here, as 
if such letters could be of the slightest use, or an Embassy would go 
about begging for letters of introduction to private parties, like a com- 
mercial “drummer.” The ph also states that these letters wera not 
asked for Chen Lan Pin, the chief of the commission, and that they were 
refused by the parties of whom they were asked by the agents of the 
insurgents. The whole story is undoubtedly a fabrication, as the 
commission is not here to bother about the insinuation, but to 
devise means by which the Spanish Government may be induced 
to abolish the laws now in force condemning the Chinaman to a 
state of perpetual servitude. An advertisement in the Diario calls on 
all persons desirous of purchasing Chinamen to come forward at once 
end apply for those who are to arrive on the steamer Rosa, the adver- 
tisement laying particular stress on the fact that this will be the last 
lot to arrive toward which the purchasers will not have to enter into 
obligations to pay their passage back to China, just as if the purcaazer 


could not get rid of such obligations even if it existed. The Chinese ° 
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element could have been made a source of great wealth‘tothe islands, but 
the plantera were too accustomed to slavery not to try to reduce 
the Chinaman to the condition of a slave. If planters would deposit 
the necessary amount for their return passage at the port of embarka- 
tion, and pay them a reasonable salary, there is no doubt that China- 
men would continue to come here and work—this, of course, if that 
very uncertain thing a return to peace should take place, but if the 
war continues, as there is every probability it will, the Chinaman will 
meats to eke out an existence where men of European descent would 
e. 





Tue Loss or rae “Kwanecnow.”—A Board of Trade inquiry into 
the loss of the steamer Kwangchow, while on a voyage from Liverpool 
to Hong Kong, via the Suez Canal, has been held at Greenwich Police- 
court. The vessel stranded about sixty miles from Cape Guardafui, on 
the African coast. Immediately she was boarded by between 200 and 
300 armed natives, who commenced taking away everything of value, 
threatening the officers and crew with death by brandishing knives, 
swords, and spears. Later in the day a chief of the native tribe came 
on board, and offered to leave four armed natives on board to prevent 
the plundering. Capt. Duncan held a council, at which it was decided 
to abandon the Kwangchow, und accordingly all the crew left, with the 
exception of the second officer, Mr. George, Quartermaster Mansbridge, 
and a seaman named Piscve, who tried to save the vessel, with the as- 
sistance of several of the crew of the Singapore, who were wrecked there 
a short time previously. Before the sal could be affected, the vessel 
broke up, and the three men, by hoisting signals, attracted the attention 
of a passing steamer, and were taken to Aden. The rest of the crew 
had been picked up and landed at Pointde Galle. The Court acquitted 
Capt. Duncan of the charge of improperly abandoning the vessel, though 
they regretted that the courage of the crew generally had not been equal 
to that of the three men who remained behind, and, in consideration of 
the stranding of the ship, suspended his certificate for a month. 


AT a meeting of the Russian Geographical Society, held on the 19th 
ult., General Heine, late in the United States Service, read a paper on 
the progress of civilisation in Japan, in which he related the following 
remarkable story :—A young Japanese who was sent to America te 
study, receiving from his Government an allowance of $1,000 per 
annum, embraced Christianity and became a Methodist. According to 
Japanese law he was punishable by death. Considering he was bound 
to notify the fact to his Government, he wrote home and renounced all 
further claim to his allowance. The Governmeat of Yedo thereupon 
instituted inquiries in America into the manner in which the young 
man was following his studies ; the result of these being in his favour, 
all the reply that he obtained from the Japanese Government in answer 
to his notification was an increase of his annual allowance to $1,500. 


Accounts have been received from Colonel Gordon, who has suc- 
ceeded Sir Samuel Baker in the mission which was entrusted to him 
by the Khedive for rooting out slavery in the country lying between 
Egypt and Abyssinia, The Colonel had reached Suakin at the end of 
February, and was to proceed in a day or two to Berber, where he in- 
tended to organize his forces. The Khedive has given Colonel Gordon 
full powers for his miasion, but he has declined any higher title than 
that of commander of the expedition, and has himself cut down by 
four-fifths the salary allowed him by the Viceroy. 

THE Mayor of Brighton has published an abstract of the 
incurred by Professor Fawcett and Mr. James White (the late mem- 
bers) at the recent election for the borough. The ordinary expenses 
were paid jointly, but as Professr Fawcett did not employ any paid 

t or canvassers, hia total is only £373 19s. while Mr. White's is 
£514 8a. 7d. For so large a constituency the totals for a contested 
election are very small. The official return of the attendant 
on the election for the city of Oxford is as follows :—Lord Cardwell’s, 
£1,346 188. 5d. ; and Sir William Harcourt’s, £1,238. 

A RETURN issued by the Treasury shows that the gross amount re- 
ceived by the Post-office during the year 1872 in respect of telegraphic 
messages, private and special wire rentals, was £1,359,652, less £389,569, 
the amounts paid to submarine telegraph for message receipts collected 
on their behalf, and to postmasters for special deliveries. In the same 
period the amount expended by the Post-office for salaries, rent, and 
maintenance was £825,275, but this sum was exceptionally high, as it 
included payments which, though made in 1872, were proper to the 
two previous years. ere 

Tur employés of the Thames Conservancy have succeeded in raising 
the Princess Somiwatty, a outward-bound barque, which was sunk 
about a mile below Grav three weeks ago by one of the P. and 0. 
Company's steamers. Two lighters, with powerful machinery, have 
been employed in the work of lifting, which has been one of consi- 
derable duration. Hugh chains were successfully placad under the 
ship's bottom on the 4th inst., and since then she has been lifted by 
degrees with successive tides, and towed to a position close inshore. 

Amona the passengers by the P. and O. steamer Australia, which ar- 
rived at Southampton on the 6th inst., were twenty-one officers and crew 
of the steam-ship Queen Elizabeth. All the bodies, excepting three, of 
the persons lost in the wreck of that vessel have been recovered. 

Tue China Trans-Pacific Steamship Company's steamer Vancouver 
arrived at Port Said on the Srd inst., in eleven and a half days from the 
Iale of Wight, and left Suez for Hong Kong on the 6th inst. ; all well. 

Tue NederlandjCom "s mall steamer Konig der Nederlanden, from 
Southampton 27t Feb, arived at Batavia on the 8th inst., and the 
Company's steamer Prins van Oranje left on the same day for South-

CHINESE QUSTOMS’ SERVICE—WHAT IT HAS 
NOT DONE. ~~ 

A REPORT has been going the round of the London 

pers recently, to the effect that the Director-General of 
aacins, Mr. Hart, had instructed his subordinates in 
Chinese employ to prepare for publication a series of sta- 
tistical, geographical, and historical reports upon the several 
provinces of China, in which the Treaty Ports open to 
foreign trade are situated. A paragraph to this effect, 
apparently inspired, first appeared in the Atheneum. We 
hail the report with satisfaction, and we trust before long 
to pass in review the production in question. It is indeed, 
we venture to affirm, high time that the costly and exten- 

sive staff of the Chinese Customs should justify its exist- 
ence. For nearly twenty years the Service has now run 
an unchecked career, attaining, under the guidance of its 
present chief, a promihence,—and, if report speaks truly, 
a power—which justifies us in expecting something at its 
hands. Surely a Service which spends probably £150,000 
sterling in annual salaries may well be expected to number 
in itsranks able, educated, and scholarly men, competent to 
deal with fiscal and commercial questions in a liberal and 
enlightened spirit,. and capable, too, of advising and con- 
vincing the Chinese officials with whom they are in daily 
contact of the undoubted superiority of Western methods 
and of the incontrovertible axioms of political economy. 
It may be that this is so, but we have seen no signs at pre- 
sent of any leavening power, any quickening, vivifying 
progressive impulse originating with the Customs’ Service. 
At times, indeed, we have been inclined to think that 
whatever influence the Chinese Customs may exercise is 
employed to bolster up and support existing anomalies, 
- and:that its employés are contented to consider themselves 
as mere clerks—registrars and executors of the commercial 
decrees of their Chinese masters. 

We have no means of knowing the cost at which the 
Service is administered, but we dare aver that the sum is 
one of considerable moment, and we have a right to expect, 
in the general interests of Europeans in China, that effi- 
ciency and economy should both be kept steadily and 
unwaveringly in view. As regards economy, we have, 
as we have just said, no data on which to base an 
opinion or a criticism, but we cannot be blind to 
the fact that a niggardly expenditure in regard to public 
works of general utility is too often the order of the 
day, and is not unfrequently aggravated and made more 
painfully apparent by lavish and unnecessary expenditure 
in out of the way directions, As regards the efficiency of 
the Service, we have better opportunities of judging, and, 
with all possible respect for the undoubted abilities of Mr. 
Hart, we do not hesitate to say that the Service he has 
organised is at best of doubtful value-and utility. For the 
initiation of the Service Mr. Hart is not responsible, but 
during a period of about fifteen years he has controlled 
and guided its destinies ; and we make bold to say that it 
is but seldom in the course of.generations that a man 
enjoys so great and favourable an opportunity of moulding,: 
and shaping, and wielding an instrument of such amazing 
possibilities and powers. With a practical carte blanche, 
in regard to expenditure, it might have been thought that 
the Controller of the Service would have jnaugurated some 
reforms, or have induced the Chinese to. depart from their 
time-honoured Toryism and _ its stereotyped _jog-trot. 
Something even in this direction we might not unreason- 
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ably have expected, for the Customs has in the revenue 
which it collects a standing point and a resting-place for the 
lever of Western civilisation, with which the Chinese em- 
pire must infallibly, at no distant date, be moved. 


But passing over this, as necessitating political action, 
and therefore beyond its sphere, we ask what sign of 
vitality, of beneficial progressive influence, has the Customs’ 
Service to urge as a reason for its continued existence? It 
has not advanced our commercial relations one iota, for we 
have nothing now that the wise prescience of Lord ELGIN 
did not claim for us in his treaty fifteen years ago. It has 
not assisted us in regard to social intercourse, for the gulf 
between Europe and China yawns just as widely as ever. 
It has not spread knowledge of European institutions in 
the country, for a European is, we believe, still regarded 
everywhere, save in the foreign settlements, as a social 
pariah to be hooted at, stoned, spat upon, and treated with 
contumely. Lastly, it has done literally nothing in the 
way of making China known to Europe, and this notwith- 
standing the enormous facilities at its command. During 
the past twenty years crowds of books and pamphlets on 
China of more or less value have issued from the press. 
Hosts of students, consular and missionary, have entered 
upon the field of Chinese study, and not a few have already 
well won their spurs. But while among missionaries we 
can recall without trouble the names of WILLIAMSON, 
DupcroNn, Porter, SMITH, TURNER, BALDWIN, MOULE, 
and others, who have made themselves conspicuously use- 
ful during the past decade, and among consular officials 
MEDHURST, MAYERS, ADKINS, ‘WATTERS, and others, we 
seek in vain among the well-paid officials of the Customs’ 
Service for any token that the outside world is-held in 
view at all, or for any proof that the Service really contains 
that proportion of educated and cultivated men which 
Europe, as well as China, has a right to expect to find in 
its professedly representative and cosmopolitan ranks. 
True, Mr. MacpHERSon has written a brilliant account 
of Manchuria, Mr. Dick has published an admirable report 
on the trade of Tientsin, and Mr. TsInTor a most ex- 
haustive and interesting account of that terra incognita, 
Hainan; but with these exceptions we ‘are not aware of any 
efforts made by the Customs’ Service to utilise the resources 
at its disposal. We therefore hail Mr. Hart's intended 
publication with much satisfaction, and trust it will not 
only justify the continued existence of the Service, but will 
serve to dispel the impression now very. generally preva- 
lent, that its ranks merely afford a refuge for the un- 
tutored. to

THE WAR IN ATCHIN. 

THE latest news of the Atchinese is that the Rajah of 
GIGHEN has accepted the conditions imposed by General 
VAN SWIETEN. He has consequently been maintained in 
power, and the blockade of Gighen has been raised. This 
information was received at the Hague last week. We 
are not told the nature of the conditions made, nor is it 
known what part the Rajah has been hithertw playing in 
the war, but we may presume that the Dutch find them- 
selves with heavy work still before them, otherwise they 
would not be taking pains to bring the subordinate chief- 
tains—piecemeal fashion—to such terms as they can per- 
suade them to accept. Sickness appears to have been in- 
flicting terrible ravages among both the contending forces. 
Inside the Kraton “hundreds of dead Atchinese were 
“ found, many emaciated, their faces blue and distorted, 
“ showing that they had been suffering fearfully 
“from cholera ;” large numbers of their dead, too, were 
discovered in the neighbouring creeks and swamps. As to 
the Dutch troops, cholera (in February last) was still 
raging strongly amongst them .Thus two companies of 
negroes were reduced 25 per cent. in a short month, while 
to the convict coolies the disease has been equally fatal, 
And, as to the latter, boat-loads of them are some: 
times drowned by swamping in the surf. We must say 
that this sort of thing is very hard upon the help- 
less convicts ; where the coast is dangerous some safer 
landing-place could easily be found; and to suffer 
the launches to be dashed to pieces is a wanton sa- 
crifice of human life, which reflects no credit on the 
Dutch officers in charge. They act very wisely in 
endeavouring to secure “secrecy” about such events as 
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these. 
the aim and ends of this Atchin war are beginning to) 
draw a very strong share of public attention. General | 
VERSPYCK is to supersede VAN SWIETEN in the chief} 
command ; it also turns out that the cost of tne struggle | 
has been hitherto met by the enormous profits realised on 

the sale of coffee. But coffee has now begun to fall, and 

there isa “sort of panic” in commercial circles in Rotter- 

dam on that account. The Dutch budget is, in fact, a spe- 

culative one, depending on the fluctuating values of certain 

leading commodities. Should there prove to be a deficit 

some new tax at home will have to be imposed, and this, 

perhaps, may hurry on a settlement of the Sumatran diffi- 

culty. But if coffee goes up again, then woe to the 

Atchinese ! the war will have to be continued to “the 

bitter end.” For our part we should prefer to see the 

matter dealt with according to what may really be just 

and right, and not on a profit and loss system such as this. 

There is no longer any doubt that the Dutch comtemplate 

the annexation of Atchin, if that end can be accomplished 

without too much expenditure. If this was not their in- 

tention at the outset then all we can say is that they went 

to work in a very bungling and tnstatesmanlike manner 

when they sought to get the SULTAN to accept their terms, 

and the consequence is that they have landed themselves 

in difficulties which we fear really leave them no course 

—consistent with their national honour—except to com- 
plete the subjugation of their enemy’s dominion. They 

were wrong in the beginning, because they attempted to 
force their proposals on the Atchinese with too high a 
hand. The SULTAN was misled by depending on his un- 
abrogated treaty with this country, and found himself left 
in the lurch. Finally, matters grew to such a head that 
the Atchinese refuse to receive the Dutch emissaries, to 
accept any terms whatever, or to hold relations other than 
hostile with their invaders. What can be done when an 
enemy has been beaten, and yet stubbornly declines to 
make peace? A fresh impediment has recently sprung up. 
The SULTAN is deadl—so at least the report runs—and 
rivals are struggling amongst themselves for the possession 
of a crown for which no direct heir survives. Hence there 
is no authority really competent to sign a treaty. Mean- 
while the Atchinese troops are at any rate undivided in 
their resolution to resist the Dutch, and are supposed to be 
fortifying new strongholds up country. It seems to us a 
hard matter for the Netherlands Government to find a dig- 
nified escape out of the complications and difficulties which 
thus surround them ; and whether coffee go up or down, 

they will be forced to carry the warfare on, this year at 
any rate, and very probably next.

The publication of Ovrvan Hiyhirays having been discontinued, 
Mr. Markham has undertaken the editorship of The Geogru- 
hical Magazine, issued under new proprietorship, but similar 
in character to the before-mentioned journal, the first number of 
which has been published by Messrs. Triibner and Co. Among 
the contents is an account of the journey undertaken by Staff-

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT, 
RotrerpaM, APRIL 8. 

In waiting for the 16th, when the great Atchin battle will be fought 
in Parliament, there is a lull in politics. In the meanwhile the papers 
are still discussing the proposed annexation of Atchin. Both parties— 
Liberals and Conservatives—use every possible argument, the first to 
demonstrate that there was no after course to be adopted, the latter to 
prove that we are adopting a most hazardous policy, and that annexing 
Atchin will involve the destruction of Holland as a colonial Power. 
Rumours state that a league has been formed between the Radicals, 
Clericals, and Conservatives against. the present Cabinet, and we are 
even assured that. the members of the succeeding Ministry are already 
found. Time will show if this is true, but for our own part I think 
that if Mr. Fransen van de Putte should be defeated by such a league 
he would have no other choice than to dissolve the Chamber and to ask 
the nation to decide. There ix, however, no question but that the 16th 
will be the “great day.” A Ministerial crisis would be most inoppor- 
tune now that we are near the 12th of May, when the national festival 
is to take place, for which preparations on the largest scale are being 
made throughout the country, It is said that the King will expend 
the money which was contributed for the present which it was in- 
tended he should receive on that day, for educating artists—which is, 
as is known, the hobby-horse of his Majesty. 

It has created a good deal of surprise that not only did the Governor- 
General pass over without acknowledgment the courngeous doings of 
our army in Atchin, but General van Swieten received no congratula- 
tions from Holland. Neither the King, the Cabinet, nor any State de- 
partment congratulated him upon his victories. 

Rumours are current about a marriage in the very highest life. I 
think it of no use to repeat the names of the parties, because there is 
not the least ground for the report. It, however, seems to be a fact 
that the King has bought a hotel in the Hague, which will be rebuilt 
as a palace for Prince Alexander. Perhaps I may be able to tell you 
more in my next letter. 

The decision of the Parliamentary Commission upon the memorial 
of Mr. Winckel is generally disapproved by the press, which is of opi- 
nion that the action of Mr. Loudon was unjustified. The articles 
which were written by Mr. Winckel were imprudent, but not in the 
least insulting. What he did was also done by other journalists, who, 
nevertheless, are still in Java. 

In our political circles it is widely rumoured that the Ministry will 
surprise the Opposition on the 16th by a sort of cop d'état by recalling 
the Governor-General, Mr. Loudon, who involved our country with 
somewhat too much haste in a war with Atchin. Perhaps it would be 
possible to win the parliamentary battle in that way. 

On the Stuck Exchange affairs are very dull, and no transactions of 
importance have taken place. It has created some surprise that the 
loan of ten millions on behalf of the Rotterdam Trading Society was 
not crowned with a complete success. 





Monetary avd Commercial. 


The Indian Council, in pursuance of the power granted last 
month, have invited tenders for a Four per Cent. loan of 
£3,000,000, to be sent in on the 30th inst. The dividends will 
be payable on the 5th of April and the Sth of October, and the 
stock is not to be redeemable until the 10th of October, 1888, 
after which it may be paid off at par upon one year’s notice. 
No tenders are to be for less than £500 stock, and each tender 
is to be accompanied by a deposit of £5 per cent., the balance 
being payable partly on allotment and the remainder by instal- 
ments extending to the 2sth of July. For payment in full, dis- 
count at the rate of + per cent. will be allowed. 

The report of the directors of the National Bank of India 
(Limited), to be presented on the 22nd inst., states that the net 
earnings of the bank for the year ended the 31st of December 
amount to £57,225 ; that a dividend for the year has been paid 
at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, and £25,000 placed to 
reserve, leaving £5,631 to be carried forward. 
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At the meeting of the Delhi and London Bank (Limited) the 
report stated that the net profits for the six months amounted 
to £9,914 3s. 8d., out of which a dividend at the rate of 4 per 
cent. per annum was declared ; £2,000 was set aside to meet 
deficiencies on realisations on the “lock-up” account, and the 
balance, £648 6s. 3d., was carried forward. 


The Bank of Alexandria (Limited) have declared an interim 
dividend of 5s. per share, being 5 per cent. per annum for the six 
mths ending the 28th February, payable on the lst prox. 


At a general court of the proprietors of the Bank of England 
Mr. Benjamin Buck Greene was re-elected Governor, and Mr. 
Henry Hucks Gibbs Deputy-Governor for the ensuing year. 


Mr. William Sander Higley, who had been general manager 
of the London and Westminster Bank, Lothbury, ‘since 1871, 
died on the 4th inst. 


The receipts of the Eastern Extension Australasia and China 
Telegraph Company (Limited) for the month of March amounted 
to £19,530, against £17,988 in the corresponding period of 1873. 
The Eastern Telegraph Company’s traflic receipts for the month 
amounted to £31,899, and to £33,572 in the corresponding period 
of 1873. 


The Produce Markets Review prints the subjoined remarks 
upon the present condition of the Tea market :— 
The state of depression of the tea trade during the last six or eight 
weeka has not, we believe, been witnessed for some years, and the 
causes of this condition are not, in our opinion, difficult of explana- 
tion. Throughout the autumn of last year prices were unusually low, 
and, as a natural consequence, a very large business was transacted. 
In November, however, when the lowest puint of tho market was 
reached, advices were received from China which indicated a probable 
falling off in the exports to Great Britain. The merchants had by this 
time reduced their holdings, and were consequently in a position to de- 
mand better prices, which they succeeded as a rule in obtaining ; and, 
aa trade continued active, values stendily tended upwards during De- 
cember and the early part of January, till an average advance of nearly 
14d. per Ib. was established. This, however, effectually checked the 
demand, for, as the trade generally held full stocks which had been 
bought at low prices, they wisely declined to increase them at advanced 
rates. The usual results followed : merchants for a short time firmly 
held their ground, but were soon compelled to give way, and prices 
have gradually fallen to a comparatively moderate level. The uncer- 
tainty which is felt with regard to the duty has so far prevented any 
improvement in trade, as, although it is very doubtful whether any re- 
duction will take place this year, the retail dealers naturally keep as 
small a duty-paid stock as possible. 


Lower rates have been current for Bar Silver, and business to 
some extent was done at 58}d. per oz. There is a slight improve- 
ment at the close, and the price may now be quoted at 58 9-16d. 
per oz Mexican Dollars remain as last quoted, 574d. per oz. 


The bullion by the P. and’ O. steamer Venetia, from South- 
ampton April 9, was, in silver, to Penang, £14,300 ; to Shanghai, 
£23,570 ; to Singapore, £24,000 ; total in silver, £61,870. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for March show the declared 
value of our exportations to have been 20,100,814, against 
91,744,218 in the corresponding month last year—a decline of 
1,643,404, or 74 per cent. Compared, however, with March, 
1872, the reduction is only } per cent. Of coal and patent fuel 
the quantity exported has been 1,129,740 tons, as against 
977,324 tons in the corresponding month last year—an advance 
of 154 per cent., while the increase in the value total is but 
2k per cent. Of iron and steel the shipments exhibit a fall of 
over 22 per cent. in quantity and 164 per cent. in value. In 
textile fabrics, cotton manufactures figure for a diminution of 9} 

cent., and woollen and worsted manufactures 17 per cent. ; 
Fear manufactures have increased 77 per cent. (the quantity re- 
maining the same), and silk manufactures 23 per cent. Among 
the few articles which show an augmentation in their value totals 
are beer and ale, 40 per cent. ; chymicals, 18 per cent. ; tele- 
graphic wire, 483 per cent. ; and sheep’s wool, 38 per cent. The 
chief falling off has been in apparel, 20 per cent. ; earthenware, 
22% per cent. ; haberdashery, 14 per cent. ; hardware, 15 per 
cent. ; leather boots, 35 per cent.; and machinery, 9} per 
cent. Lead and tin again show a largely increased quantity ex- 
ported. The total value of our exportations for the three 
months ended the 31st of March has been £57,802,084, against 
£62,376,366 in the corresponding period in 1873, a reduction of 
nearly 8 per cent. As regards the importations of the mcnth, 
the total declared value is £29,748,865, against £29,850,113 in 
18738, and £27,819,883 in 1872 ; a fall of nearly 4 per cent. from 
the former, and an advance of nearly 7 per cent. on the latter 
year. Of cotton the arrivals have been 1,273,241 cwt., valued 
at £4,811,156, against 1,418,029 cwt., valued at £6,236,216 in 
March, 1873 ; of wheat, 3,082,485 cwt., value £2,035,968, against 
2,821,309 cwt., value £1,831,527 ; and of flour, 594,005 cwt., 
valued at £572,394, against 645,791 cwt., valued at £606,636, 
in the corresponding month last year.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
Scere Cranes 
There has been scarcely any alteration in the market for colo- 
nial and foreign produce since the 3rd inst. Business has been 
almost entirely suspended, in consequence of the Easter holidays, 
and is not yet actively resumed. 


TEA. 

There has been no ‘alteration in the market during the week, the 
holidays having occasioned an almost entire suspension of business. 
Messrs. Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—Our market during the past 
month has been unusually quiet for the time of year. The retail 
dealers have been working down their stocks in case any reduction 
should be made in the duty, and in absence of usual orders the trade 
here have bought very sparingly, whilst the export demand has been 
very light. Prices have, however, on the whole, been fairly maintained, 
the great bulk of importers holding firmly. The deliveries show a de- 
cline of nearly 3,000,000 lbs. for the three months ending 31st March, 
about 1,600,000 Ibs. being in export, the remainder, being duty pay- 
ments, may be made up after the question is settled. The stock in 
the United Kingdom on the 31st ultimo was estimated at 93,183,000 
Ibe., against 99,700,000 Ibs. last year, and the quantity afloat ‘(advices 
by letter) 4,102,000 Ibs., against 9,692,000 lbs. of China Tea, and 
1,361,000 lbs., against 995,000 Ibs, of India Tea. 

Congous. —Red-leaf kinds : Siftings have not been so readily taken of 
late, and show a decline of 4d. to 4d. per lb. Broken-leaf kinds, eape- 
cially those with fair quality, have been readily saleable. Fair tu good 
common have been dull of sale at about previous prices. Fair to good 
Kaisows have sold $d. to Jd. per lb. lower. In fine to finest there have 
been only a few sales made, ranging from 1s. 10d. to 2s. per lb. Pak 
Lin kinds have been in request at full prices. Black-leaf kinds : Com- 
mon kinds have sold irregularly, and at public auction have occasionally 
sold 4d. per Ib. lower ; privately they have been difficult to move. Fair 
to good medium, being i in moderate supply, prices have been well main- 
tained, but transactions have been moderate ; good to fine have sold at 
abe prices ; in finest but little has been ‘done. New-muake Canton 

ds : Common kinds, at 11d. to 1s. per Ib., show 3d. to 4d. per lb. 
decline. Fair to good "have also sold rather lower. Oolongs : Common 
to fair kinds have been dull of sale, but good to fine in moderate 
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demand at previous prices. Souchongs have been in limited request, and 
where sales have been pressed lower prices have been established, espe- 
cially for good to fine kinds. In Flowery Pekoes and Uncoloured Japans 
there has been but little business done. Scented Teas.—Canton Capers: 
The common to fair glazed kinds have been dull of sale at rather lower 
prices ; good to fine have been fairly saleable, especially olive-coloured 
ae but latterly prices for these have given way a little. Foochow 
rsicontinue to find a ready sale at extreme prices. Orange 
oes: Canton kinds meet only a slow sale at rather lower pric *¢ 
Foochow kinds : Common to fair havo sold 4d. per Ib. lower; good #% 
fine have been saleable at former prices. (Green Teas.—The export de- 
mand has been less active, but, as supplies have been moderate, prices 
for Moyune kinds have been well maintained. Ping Sueys, of common 
to medium kinds, have, however, sold at a decline of 1d. to 2d. per Ib. 
Messrs. Percival and’Co.’s Monthly Circular says :—The market has re- 
mained very dull and depressed, and business has been on a smaller scale 
than we ever remember it to have been during the month of March. 
With a prospect of some reduction in the duty, country dealers have 
been reducing their duty-paid stocks as low as possible, and refrained 
from buying, except where absolutely necessary. This has told seriously 
on the deliveries, which amount to only 11,800,000 Tbs. for the month, 
and as the Budget statement is fixed for the 16th instant, no doubt de- 
liveries will continue small until after that date, when we may expect 
to see a revival of the trade in all its branches, more especially as the 
quantity now to arrive before the New Season’s crop is small, and the 
stocks comparatively low.

NEW YORK MARKET REPORT. 
—— 
TEA. 

Meera. De Cordova and Sons’ Circular, dated March 18, says :—Our 
last Circular was issued on the 6th ult. The business in Tea since that 
time has presented the appearance of a struggle between importers and 
dealers for the maintenance or depression of previous prices, a situa- 
tion which has tendgd to make the market duller than it might other- 
wise have been. So far, the dealers may be said to have rather the 
best, of the fight ; fine to choice Greens being fully three cents gold 

lower, and Japans decidedly off, while low grade Greens are in large 

decline. Regarding the finest Greens, which are evidently in deficient 
supply for the remainder of the season, it would not be difficult to 
predict the ultimate success of. importers, if only anything so desirable 
as @ common understanding among them were practicable ; but, as all 

previous experience goes to prove the impossibility of maintaining a 

combined purpose on the part of those most interested in upholding 
prices, it now seems probable that even finest Greens may go to lower 
quotations, to be followed, perhaps, by a reaction when the deficiency of 
these sorts shall have made itself felt. Medium and common Greens 
are much depressed, and the recent advices from China of large pur- 
chases of these kinds for the American market make the prospect any- 
thing but favourable to the importer. Pingsueys are depressed beyond 
all precedent, and are apparently hopelessly so. Japan Teas have de- 
clined from the highest point about 4c. to 5c., gold, per lb., with, how- 
ever, a trifling reaction at the close for medium to good medium grades, 
there being little or no stock in first hands. It does not need a very 
sagacious prophet to foretell a heavy fall when the bulk of the large 
supplies on the way and yet to be shipped of the present crop of Japans 
shall have arrived. Oolongs remain unreasonably and almost unac- 
countably neglected at the present low currency. The auction sales 
which have been held during the month show lower prices, and there 
is still a total absence of speculative feeling for these kinds. Tamsuis, 
of which this season's crop has been very inferior, are likewise much 
depressed. Congous are very slow of sale, and prices are absurdly ir- 
regular. Assams are without inquiry. The decline in Greens is chiefly 
felt in Gunpowders, Imperials, and first young Hysons. Hysons are 
alzo lower than they were. 

It is not supposed that our friends in Shanghai need our circulars or 
the advices of their correspondents here to convince them, by fresh 
arguments, that even the comparatively low prices of this season are 
too high for safety, and that there is {danger in again competing among 
themselves next year for green Teas at excessive cost. It is, therefore, 
asa matter of record, rather than with any idea of offering instruction, 
that we introduce here the following points for general consideration :— 
1, That Japan Teas, which have already set aside Oolongs in New Eng- 
land, have begun to largely interfere with the consumption of Greens 
in the Western country, and will do so still more extensively during 
the coming season. 2. That the promised large supply of Japans next 
year (our Japan friends estimate by cable the new crop at 20 per cent. 
above the yield of last year) will undoubtedly keep down the prices of 
these Teas, and thus bring them still more into favour with the con- 
sumer. 3. That the future competition in this market is likely to be 
not of Japans against Greens, as has heretofore been the case, but of 
Greens against Japans, to enable the former to hold their place against 
the latter, the consumption of Japan Teas being on an increasing, while 
that of Greens is on a relatively diminishing scale. 4. That the high 
price in S hai must not only result in loss to the importer, but 
must help the 20,000,000 to 22,000,000 of Japans with which we are 
threatened for the season of 1874-5 to the uppermost position as against 
Greens. The alternative, next season, will, we believe, be very cheap 
Greens or a gradually increasing neglect of Greens in favour of Japans, 
which will be cheap by reason of very large supply. 


: SILK. ' 

Méssrs. B. Richardson and Son’s Circular says :—Business in Raw 
Silk for the month last past has been dull and languid, and at the 
prea there is little to cheer in the outlook. The expected activity of 
pring trade we have not yet seen, nor signs of it even, so far. Throw- 
sters are discouraged, and to avoid increasing their stock now talk of 
“shutting down” for awhile. In Sewing Silks a moderate business has 
been done, but even this branch lacks its usual life, At an auction sale 
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of Hainings and usual Reeled Tsatlees there was a fair attendance, but 
the sale went off with very little spirit, and part of the Hainings were 
unseld. The stocks of really good Chinasare small, of re-reeled Tsatlees 
especially so, but the lack of direct silk has been easily supplied from 
the London market, at rates lower than from China. The advices from 
London and Lyons are gloomy, and with the great facilities which now 
exist for supplying this market from the European market, wecan expect 
little improvement here until there is improvement there. Prices of 
Chinas—owing to there being few parcels offering—have been fairly 
maintained. Cantons have shared the general quiet, with no quotable 
change in prices. In Japans there is nothing new to note. 








Corrre.—The market for Brazil Coffee is dull and unsettled. In 
mild descriptions the feeling was at one time good, but a re! 
occurred, and dulness is now the prevailing feature. We quote as fol- 
lows :—Java (Government bags) 26c. to 28c. ; Java (mata) 27c. to 29c.; 
Singapore, 24c. to 25c. ; Ceylon, Native, 24c. to 25c.
